tions of common (par one dollar) hovering around 30. Loew's has gone 
as high as 36. At this writing it is 29. In the reorganization of the Loew 
Circuit the original Loew stock (one share common) was exchanged for 
eight shares of Loew's, Inc., with the underwriting price 25. Loew stock 
in the past (original company) sold as low as 70. On the eight for one 
exchange, figured at 25, holders of old Loew stock received $200. If they 
sold out at 36 they received $288 a share for their old Loew common. 
The Orpheum common is about the same, excepting there is no line on the 
exchange, owing to the many intricate problems presented to the Orpheum 
people in taking up and consolidating the many interests represented in 
that circuit or theatres acquired by it in the reorganization. However, 
the banking men behind the Orpheum reorganization have since offered 
Orpheum preferred stock at 8 per cent. annually, guaranteed at par, $106 
Two dollars a year on the quotation of thirty for the common would 
yield a return of six and two-thirds per cent. Of course, the common 
is subject to unlimited dividend or none at all. 

Dividends now paid by the theatre stock listed corporations are ecal- 
culated upon earnings. The reorganizations were for the expressed pur- 
pose of extending operations. The added theatres and properties, if 
averaging earnings now made, should increase the dividend. There has 
not appeared any particular effort by any of the theatrical stocks to im- 
press any facts upon the public, to bring the public into their holdings. 
The sales may be a matter between thuse who know Tie Loew stock 
went into many mercantile hands when first selling, before the reorgan 
ization.

Montreal, May 19. 

The removal of the tax on films 
in Canada in the new budget has 
been welcomed throughout the Do- 
minion. It wes felt the tax was an 
unfair imposition upon the motion 
picture industry, and as it fell in 
the end upon the exhibitor, who is 
already taxed locally, provincially 
and federally on his seating capa- 
city, the inevitable result was to 
raise the prices of motion picture 
theatres. 

There is no likelihood that théy 
will be reduced now that the tax is 
to be removed, however, as the cost 
of exhibition and general increase 
in expenses more than compensate 
for the relief that will be provided 
by the elimination of the tax on the 
films imported.
